When 2010 began, Edmonton-Meadowlark PC MLA Raj Sherman was just another backbench 
member of the governing party, although he did have the title of parliamentary assistant to the 
health minister. Being an emergency room MD, it seemed to be a good fit. But in November, Sher 
man went from obscurity to the front pages when his angry e-mail to other MLAs and doctors 
~ with ‘the Overcrowding Crisis’ in the subject line — found its way to the press 

“The premier made a promise to the ER doctors in writing and has broken his promise not only 
to the ER doctors, but also to the seniors, the 1.8 million Albertans who present for emergency 
care and their 2 million family members, and to all frontline healthcare professionals,” Sherman 
wrote, He wrote of his father’s five near death experiences in emergency rooms, referring to the 
“disasters” happening across the province. 

Such harsh criticism is generally grounds for dismissal, but Sherman — who was under stress 
due to his father's illness — was forgiven by his caucus after a teary meeting 

“I said, ‘Guys you are going to have put bars on the windows and doors, because | am not quit- 
ting and I'm not leaving and I'm not crossing the floor,” Sherman said after the meeting. “You 
guys are a fantastic group of human beings. I support all of my elected colleagues.” 

But the rapprochement didn’t last long. When Sherman blasted former Health Minister Ron 
Liepert for being “rude and offensive” to health staff, he was ordered to retract the statement, or 
get kicked out of caucus. He didn’t, and he was. 

Sitting as an independent, Sherman attempted to amend the Alberta Health Act to enshrine 
wait times into law. Although the amendment lost, the opposition parties filibustered the govern 
ment into invoking time allocation, shutting down debate. Sherman is still an independent, and 
no doubt a prize free agent for opposition parties — and has become of a hero to thousands of 
Albertans,

Not only is the deck stacked against them, they're playing a game they 
can't win. But Alberta's opposition MLAs punched above their weight in the fall session of the 
legislature. 

Thanks to the government's self-created emergency room crisis, opposition MLAs — eight Al 
berta Liberals, four Wildrose Alliance, two New Democrats, and two independents — had the 
67-member strong government caucus tied up in knots. The fall session was extraordinarily ac 
rimonous (some would say it went over the line) but the opposition members did their jobs, and 
did them well. Knowing they were not going to get the government onside, opposition parties still 
went ahead with an all-day filibuster that lasted 25 hours and 30 minutes, with 167,471 words Spo- 
ken — almost all by opposition MLAs. Alberta's opposition MLAs earned their money this year

bent George Rice in Ward G, €4monton Public School Board Trustee Sarah Hoffman succeeded 
in putting a three-year freeze on school closures. Only two trustees voted against the motion 
That's a huge change from the previous board, which closed five schools in central Edmonton 
last spring. 

Hoffman calls that “closure by firing squad” and with her colleagues, is engaged in a serious 
re-think of the whole process. 

Now both the board and communities have the breathing space to hopefully make some wise 
decisions. It also allows time for the city to get involved.

Edmonton's civic election was shaping up to be a snoozer until a well-funded group named Envi- 
sion Edmonton entered the fray. 

Envision Edmonton had one issue in mind — reversing the closure of the City Centre Air- 
port. The organization, which was well financed by businesspeople, many with connections to 
the airport, attempted to petition the airport question onto the civic election ballot. An army of 
‘volunteers’ (the group once offered cash to community leagues for signatures, then retracted 
the offer) fanned out across the city to gain the required 92,000 names on a petition. Envision 
Edmonton was found to have failed in getting the required number of signatures, and, worse yet, 
was more than a year past the deadline for submitting a petition. Undeterred, Envision Edmonton 
threw its support behind a previously unknown mayoralty candidate, David Dorward, making an 
also-ran into.a challenger by way of heavy advertising. The final blow to the credibility of Envision 
Edmonton was the fake reporter scandal, in which Envision Edmonton volunteer Nathan Black 
posed as a reporter for the Seattle Times, and is alleged to have written a blog suggesting Mayor 
Mandel and others on council wanted the airport closed for personal gain. Mandel is now suing 
Black for defamation.

CARL BENITO, PC MLA FOR 


EDMONTON-MEADOWLARK 

In the 2008 provincial election, the PC candidate in Edmonton-Mill Woods, Carl Benito, made 
this pledge, quoted directly from his campaign literature (all the capitalizations are his) 

“With a strong belief in the importance of Education, Carl's personal pledge is to DONATE the 
salary allocated for this MLA position to a Scholarship Foundation/Program to provide oppor 
tunities to our Youth with financial limitations who has the passion and determination to pursue 
higher education.” 

Here at SEE we began to get word from Mill Woods constituents that the scholarship foundation 
has never seen the light of day. We tried contacting Benito several times over a period of weeks 
but he never returned our calls. We enlisted the aide of a constituent who asked about the fund 
who also got the brush off. Finally, Benito’s office manager sent SEE some literature which was 
supposed to answer all our questions. It showed photos of Benito handing out unspecified ‘schol 
arship grants’ to students, written on his own bank account. Whatever the total, it was clearly nc 
more than a few thousand dollars, a far cry from donating the “salary allocated this MLA pos 
tion.” As an MLA, Benito pocketed more than $133,000 in salary in 2009, and presumably the 
same in 2010, Under pressure from his own government, Benito finally agréed to give $41,000 to 
charity,and promised to donate a total of $75,000 over four years. That's a far cry from the more 
than $600,000 he will collect as an MLA during a four-year term, and still no scholarship fund 
has been established 

Benito wasn't done yet. When it was revealed that he had forgotten to pay property taxes on 
land he owned, he did what all good husbands do — he blamed his wife for failing to mail in the 
payment.

PRIME MINISTER STEPHEN HARPER 

Putting Prime Minister Stephen Harper on our naughty list may seem like an easy pot-shot, but 
given Harper's actions over the past year I bet there's a good many former supporters sending the 
PMO a lump of coal this year.

Then he filled 37 sen- 
ate seats with former professional athletes and journalists, including two more this month, even 
though he promised to reform the Upper House before winning the top job. 

Finally, the Harper government plastered the phrase “Economic Action Plan” across construc- 
tion sites that received stimulus funding. That's not just tacky, it's downright naughty.

of this. I have searched all over for 
a video of the match and it doesn’t 
exist. My question: was the tennis 
match played fairly? ~Wayne 

Don't worry, Wayne. I bumped your 
question to the front of the line so 
you can die a happy man. 

Let's go back to a year in history 
featuring an unpopular president 
embroiled in scandal, a pointless war 
that was winding down after killing 
thousands of American troops and 
untold numbers of the enemy, and a 
country sliding into recession. No, | 
do not mean 2008, I mean 1973. 

The architect of the manufactured 
drama in tennis that year was Bobby 
Riggs, who'd been a No. 1-ranked 


singles playerin the 1940s but at age 
55 was well past his prime. Possibly 
envious of the big bucks women ten 
nis players were starting to command 
and fully aware of male grumbling 
about women's lib, Riggs decided 
to stage a money-making publicity 
stunt: a showdown between himself 
and a top female player, to demon- 
strate that women's tennis was plain 
ly inferior to the men's game 

Riggs pursued Margaret Court, 
Chris Evert, and Billie Jean King, 
three of the top four women's play 
ers that year. King and Evert turned 
him down, but Court, attracted by a 
prize of $10,000 even if she lost, ac 
cepted. Big mistake. Riggs went on 
a months-long heavy-duty training 
regimen and waged a relentless cam 
paign in the press aimed at psyching 
Court out. His strategy worked, and 
their match on Mother's Day, 1973 
became known as the ‘Mother's Day 
Massacre,’ with Riges dominating 
the best-of-three-sets event 6-2, 6-1 

Riggs — a genuinely maddening 
figure to ferninists of the day — then 
stepped up the media blitz, giving 
bombastic interviews, appearing in 
photo shoots as Henry Vill, even 
playing a match in drag. He hounded 
King for a second battle of the sexes 
After much soul-searching, King

ent. King serutinized Riggs’s match 
with Court and determined to play 
hard and keep him running, using 
his age against him. Twenty-nine and 
at the peak of her game, she trained 
like a prizefighter, while Riggs spent 
the time before the match drinking, 
sleeping with assorted admirers 
and keeping up a constant stream of 
media antics, rarely setting foot on 
a tennis court to practice. Nonethe 
less, Jimmy the Greek gave Riggs 5-2 
odds to win 

The pair met in the Astrodome on 
Sept. 20, 1973. The preliminaries 
were pure kitsch — King was carried 
in ona litter like an eastern potentate, 
Riggs rode in a gilded rickshaw pulled 
by a squad of women. But things got

serious once the match began. With 
the inimitable Howard Cosell in the 
broadcast booth, 30,492 spectators 
in the building plus millions watch 
ing on TV saw King kick Riggs's 
butt. She relentlessly attacked with a 
fierce net game, and Riggs soon knew 
he was in trouble. “Comedy has gone 
out of Bobby Riggs,” Cosell intoned 
By the end of the match, which he 
lost 6-4, 6-3, 6-3, Riggs felt every 
one of his 55 years.

publicized lie detector test to support 
his insistence he hadn't thrown the

You and other doubters are likely 
conflating the King-Riggs event 
with a 1992 match between Jimmy 
Connors and Martina Navratilova 
which Una also watched on video 
This was a far less heated affair, with 
the two players amiably discussing 
beforehand how the game would 
raise awareness of the sport. But the 
40-year-old Connors was a much 
more formidable competitor than 
Riggs had been, having reached the 
U.S. Open semifinals the previous 
year, and Navratilova was 35 herself 
So, to even things up, Connors was 
limited to one serve per point and 
Navratilova was allowed to hit into 
half of the doubles alley on each side 
of the court.

GOOD WORKS IN OUR DOWNTOWN 





At this festive time of year. we here at SEE 
would like to take a break from our tradi- 
tional snotty editorials and take moment to 
thank the civic-minded people — volunteers, 
architects, business people, artists and 
politicians — who are working towards 2 
more vibrant downtown core. 

Revitalization is a preoccupation for 
many North American cities, and Edmon- 
ton’s downtown faces more challenges 
than most. We may be the gateway to the 
oilsands, but our downtown has last most 
of our corporate head offices to Calgary. 
The 1980s recession left us with a penny- 
pinching civic attitude. On top of that, we're 
a northem city, and most residents huddle 
inside their houses for at least four months 
out of the year. 

None of that has daunted the feisty 
downtowners who are working to make 
Edmonton a great city year round. 

Churchill Square has also undergone some 
programming changes, with more winter 
events this year. 

The “Hot To Huddle” festival downtown 
was one of the big successes. The zip line, 
live music, a parade, and pick-up foot- 
ball games in front of city hall all helped 
brighten up our downtown core. 

Thesmoath operation of the events also 
showed the rest of the city that hasting 
big sporting events doesn't automatically 
mean drunken louts disturbing the peace. 

For that alone, the 2010 Grey Cup Festival 
Committee deserves kudos for putting on a 
good party. 

The city’s main civic square has also 
undergone some physical changes. Last 

‘summer the street between City Hall and 
Churchill Square, 102A Avenue, was finally 
closed. A temporary skate park was put in 





on the northern edge. and basketball hoops 
appeared on the square, adding some much 
needed activity to the area in between 
festivals. 

The demographics of downtown are also 
changing According to the city's recent 
downtown plan, the residential population 
In the core has more than doubled, from 
5,130 in 1996 to an estimated 11,100 people 
in 2008. By 2030, the city’starget Is to have 
24,000 people living downtown. 

Council approved the plan earlier this 
month, and the residents involved in the 
time-consuming public consultation process 
deserve a nediof thanks for the forward- 
looking plan 

The city is undertaking a little bit of an 
experiment with this new plan. It will toy 
with the idea of pushing aside the automo- 
bile as the favoured mode of transportation 
by putting in a freeze on surface parking 
lots and allowing developers to build in the 
warehouse district without putting in park- 
ing. It’s a risky move, but one that the city 
should explore. Requirements for mixed-use 
buildings were also embedded in the zon- 
ing — another needed step towards a more 
vibrant downtown, 


Another welcome change will come when | 


the City Centre Airport finally closes, paving 
the way for taller buildings in the downtown 
core as Well as a dense, transit-oriented 
development on the edge of downtown on 
the airport lands. 

Of course, our list would not be complete 
without a big thank-you to the many 
volunteers and artists that make events 
such as the Street Performer’s Festival, 
Family Day activities, the Cariwest Carib- 
bean Camival, the Pride Parade, and many 
others, a real joy for all Edmontonians.

| heard tell that the beloved Oriental 
Veggie House, Edmonton's original 
vegan mock-meatery and producer 
of the finest fake curried lamb hotpot 
ever to cross this palate, has called it 
3 day.

But if you're wondering where to 
take your mock meat-buying dollar 
and you're, like, from out of town or 
something, you still have Padmanadi, 
that other pre-eminent Asian vegan 
restaurant that celebrated eight years 
in business this last November.

Try Going On A Plastic Diet This Year

‘THE GREAT PACIFIC GARBAGE 
PATCH IS JUST ONE REASON TO 
GIVE UP PLASTIC THIS YEAR 





Last year, my New Year's resolution 
was to cut back on my use of plastic 
It's been a very challenging resolve 
— plastic is everywhere! | made this 
resolution based on an article | read 
in Rolling Stone magazine, Oct. 29, 
2009, entitled: An Ocean Of Plastic, 
by Kitt Doucette. | was absolutely 
floored when I read the article. 
Doucette reports on the findings of 
Charles Moore, commander of a re- 
search vessel upon the Pacific Ocean. 
In 1997 while returning home from a 
sailing race, Moore discovered what 
has been called “The Great Pacific 
Garbage Patch” — a giant cyclone of 
plastic stew in the centre of what is 
known to sailors as “the doldrums” 
The doldrums is a zone that en- 
circles the earth north of the equator 





and where winds from northern and 
southern hemispheres join. It has a 
reputation for keeping things stuck, 
including sailing ships that ended up 
in the doldrums for days or weeks 
with insufficient wind to power their 
sails. 

Likewise, the doldrums have cap: 
tured a great deal of the devastation 
of consumerism over the years, the 
plastic stew in its centre being com 
prised of billions of tiny pieces of 
slowly deteriorating plastic that ac- 
tually outweigh surface zooplankton 
(animal or animal-like organisms). 
The bits of plastic that make up the 
garbage patch outnumber Pacific 
zooplankton by six-to-one. This, of 
course, posesan” immense threat 
to oceanic wildlife since, as Moore 
says: “We're putting everything in 
the ocean on a plastic diet.” Legions 
of birds and-aquatic animals are dy- 
ing off and scientists are continually 
finding collections of plastic debris 
in their corpses. 

Plastic has become a very real 
part of the food chain and while it 
can disintegrate over time, in do- 
ing so, it leaches noxious chemicals 
into the environment. For the most 
part though, plastic, being synthetic 
in nature, never disappears, hence 
the Garbage Patch that persists and 
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grows so long as all this plastic we're 
consuming goes unaccounted for. As 
animals ingest plastics, the chemi- 
cal toxins lodge themselves in fatty 
tissue, becoming more concentrated 
as they move up the food chain. In 
humans, these toxins have been as: 
sociated with cancer, liver damage 
and skin lesions. 

Hailed as a miracle material when 
it was discovered in the early 1900s, 
plastic has become one of the banes 
of our existence. To ensure optimal 
health and wellness, we must also 
maintain the well-being of our planet 
that provides for us all the necessary 
components upon which we thrive. 
It would be prudent of us to cut back 
on our use of plastic to the best of 
our ability, especially since plastic is 
not biodegradable and therefore any- 
thing but a contributor to positive 
ecology. 

During the holiday season, which 
is the grossest display of consumer- 
ism, I strongly encourage you to con- 
sider your contribution to the well- 
being of this planet, which largely 
impacts you, your family, and loved 
ones’ well-being in turn. 

Here are some things I've been do- 
ing, and you can do, to decrease your 
use of plastic. 

+ Be cognizant of the things you

buy. I only buy wooden toys for my 
son. | do my best to make it known 
that I'd only like to receive hand-me- 
down toys that are plastic 

+ Always have a travel mug with you 
for hot drinks that you purchase 

+ Do not use produce bags or plas- 
tic bags when grocery shopping. Re- 
usable alternatives are available. 

+ Women — do not use tampons 
such as Playtex that have plastic 
applicators and that are wrapped in 
plastic. 

+ Whenever possible, bring your 








own containers for take-out food and 
re-use the same plastic bags for bulk 
items in the grocery store. 

- Buy more produce and fresh foods 
and avoid packaged foods that are ri 
diculously over-wrapped in plastic. 

+ Recycle all plastics that you have 
to dispose of. Edmonton is renowned 
for its recycling program.

Charles Portis novel far more than 
Wayne's work. 

Looking at the poster, it's easy to 
say that while the hippies of ‘69 got 
The Duke's Grit, millennials are here 
getting The Dude: Jeff Bridges plays 
U.S. Marshall Rooster Rogburn, 
Wayne's part. Fortunately this easy 
analogy also doesn't hold up: the 
movie is much more of an ensemble 
piece than the Wayne vehicle that 
was the 1969 film, and Bridges’ per 
formance is much closer to a reprisal 
of his Crazy Heart Oscar turn 

In fact, this Grit is quite reminiscent 
of the Coens’ earlier Fargo: Frances 
McDormand won an Oscar for her 
work in that flinty flick, in which her 
righteous character was the linchpin 


of the storyline. Fundamentally, and 
much more emphatically than in the 
adaptation for Wayne (where The 
Duke is allowed to crow of Mattie 
Ross, “You remind me of me!”), this 
Grit is about a strong-willed young 
woman who charges two men, who 
make up in brutality for their lesser 
schooling, to hunt and punish her 
father's killer, played here by Josh 
Brolin 

Mattie here is played by California 
based Hailee Steinfeld, 


who sent in an audition tape to the 


newcomer 


Coens. Their gamble in casting a 
newcomer to such an important role 
in this film has paid off: Steinfeld 
embodies the fearless resolution de 
manded of this script's incarnation 


of the character. 


But it's not all serious: Matt Da- 
mon delivers a broadly funny per 
formance as Texas Ranger La Boeuf 
without portraying the character as a 
total buffoon. 

Josh Brolin, of Jonah Hex infamy, 
delivers a redeemingly hilarious 
turn as Tom Chaney, the man who 
Mattie Ross is chasing for killing her 
father. That murder happens off 
screen, and for most of the movie, 
Tom Chaney is a just a name, built 
up as a monstrous opponent who 
will be an ordeal to face 

The way Brolin plays him once he 
finally turns up on screen is arguably 
the finest joke of the film, and a sig- 
nature Coens move 

The cinematography is appropri 


ately grand, paying homage to the 


great John Ford. This may finally be 
cinematographer Roger Deakins’ Os 
car moment. Although ineligible for 
an Oscar for technical reasons (ap- 
parently it's too dependent on hymns 
of the period) Carter Burwell’s score 
is also superb 

John Wayne won his first and 
only Oscar for the original True Grit 
movie, and | can't help but expect 
that a few souls associated with this 
production may well end up with 
several trophies for their efforts 
here. As settled in the canon of 
Hollywood greats as the original

But hold on; not only is The 
King's Speech British, set in the 
1930s, and about royalty — it's also 
a terrific film that will find plenty of 
love from the Academy next year, 
One's enjoyment of The King’s 
Speech will be greatly enhanced if 
you're a history buff, although it 
can easily be enjoyed even by those 
whose knowledge of the British 
monarchy extends no further than 
Prince William's engagement to Kate 
Middleton. So, for the benefit of 
those of you with a shaky grasp of 
monarchical machinations from the 
1930s, a quick primer is in order.
